It was that schedule — which 


added $4,000,000 a year to indus- 
tries fuel costs—that led to the ap- 
peal in which the Supreme Court 
this week ruled that the PSC did 
not exceed its authority when 
it 


permitted the company to use the 
higher rates under bond pending 
final determination, while at the 
same time denying the Ark-La pet- 
ition for tax and fuel escalator 
clauses. 


Monsanto Chemical Co. and In- 


ternational Paper Co. attempted to 
short cut the litigation 
b'y going 


into First Division Pulaski Chan- 
cery Court with an injunction plea 
on the grounds that the statutes do 
not empower the PSC to approve 
indefinite rates nor arbitratily 
to 


disregard or reject one part of a 
schedule while letting the rest of 
it stand. 


The Chancery Court denied the 


injunction and the Supreme Court 
on Monday went along with that 
decision. It emphasized that the. 
petitioners still could appeal from 
the final order of the PSC, which

Ark-La's 
application., 


Such an appeal, to Pulaski Circuit 
''Court, is prescribed by law. Ac- 
tually, Monsanto and International;

Lobby Probes 
All End With 
Same Result

WASHINGTON (A) — In. the past 


102 years Congress has investigat- 
ed lobbying seven times. The re- 
suit: a lot of bad 
publicity 
for 


lobbists 
but no law 
to control 


toem. Now Congress seems ready 
to start an eighth investigation* 


There is a law requiring lobby- 


ists here to register with Conngress 
arid report on their spending. It 
did not result from 
an investiga* 


tion. It was passed without mudh 
examination in 46 when Congress 
Was reorganing itself. 


There is nothing illegal or wrong 


about lobbying. Every individual 
or group has a right to try to get 
Congress to pass the kind of leg- 
islation it wants. But lobbying can 
cross over into the corrupt class 
by the way money is used to in- 
fluence voting.

whether this new inquiry does a 
real job or shadow-boxes depends 
on:
